LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 
Chief of Detectives Cline declared 
today that Willlam Edward Hick- 
man, former employe of the First 
National ‘Trust & Savings Banik, 
had been identified as the kidnap- 
cr of Marian Parker, 12-year-old 
daughter of Perry M. Parker, one 
of the bank’s officers. He has not 
been apprehended. Police have in- 
stituted a nation-wide search for 
him. | 

The child was kidnaped Thurs- 
day. On Saturday her dismem- 
bered and mutilated body was de 
livered to her father after he had 
paid the kidnaper $1500 ransom. 

The motive for the kidnaping 
murder was supplied in the polic 
hypothesis. Hickman two eare
